SUBJ: SECRETARY’S INITIAL INTERVENTION, VII OASGA, GRENADA, 6/14 

1. FOLLOWING IS A TRANSCRIPTION OF HODDING CARTER'S 
BRIEFING TO THE PRESS AFTER THE INFORMAL DIALOGUES OF 
FLREKGN MINISTERS ON JUNE 14. (USDEL DISTRIBUTED THE 
TEXT OF THE SECRETARY'S INTERVENTION AT THAT SESSION.) 

2. BEGIN TRANSCRIPTION. 

TWO THINGS: FIRST, IN THE TEXT THAT YOU HAVE, AT THE 
POINT AT WHICH THE SECRETARY BREAKS SPEAKING OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND GOES INTO THE SECTION SUBHEADED OAS REFORM, 

THE FOLLIWING INSERTION, WHICH IS A DIRECT REFERENCE TO 
THE TWO SPEECHES WHICH PRECEEDED HIS INTERVENTION, THE 
TEXT IS: FOLLOWING SPEECHES BY THE FOREIGN MINISTERS 
OF ARGENTINA AND CHILE AS FOLLOWS: "I AM PLEASED TO 
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NOTE THE ATTENTION PAID TO THE ISSUE OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS BY MY ESTEEMED COLLEAGUES IN STATEMENTS 
MADE HERE TODAY. UNIVERSAL RECOGNITION OF THE PROBLEM 
IS LAUDABLE, AND I BELIEVE IT WOULD BE EQUALLY 
LAUDABLE IF WE ALL AGREED TO DO WHAT WE CAN TO 
IMPROVE THE SITUATION, INDIVIDUALLY AND COLLECTIVELY." 
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THERE WAS A MINOR CHANGE IN THE OPENING TWO 
SENTENCES OF THE STATEMENT. IT WAS NOT RELEVANT TO 
ANYTHING, AND IT MERELY SAYS THAT I WILL SPEAK OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS AND OTHER MATTERS RATHER THAN THE OPENING. 
THE TWO OPENING REMARKS WERE MADE FIRST BY THE MINISTER 
OF ARGENTINA. I CANNOT QUOTE IT DIRECTLY FOR VARIOUS 
REASONS, BUT I CAN GIVE A NOTION. IT WAS BASED ON 
THE ASSUMPTION THAT ALL ISSUES THAT ARE TO BE DISCUSSED 
HERE SHOULD BE CONSIDERED AS A WHOLE IN THE CONTEXT 
THAT THE QUESTION OF TERRORISM IS BASIC TO THE 
QUESTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS. MANY GOVERNMENTS, HE NOTED, 
(NONE OF THIS IS DIRECT QUOTATION) WANT TO INSTITU- 
TIONALIZE MEASURES TO PROTECT THEIR CITIZENS FROM 
CRIMINALS BENT ON DESTROYING HARMONY. THE BASIC 
QUESTION IN THE HUMAN RIGHTS ARENA IS TERRORISM. THE 
CHILEAN FOREIGN MINISTER INDICATED HIS AGREEMENT 
THAT HUMAN RIGHTS WAS A UNIVERSALLY SHARED PRINCIPLE, 
AND THAT AS THE BIBLE HAS ENJOINED US NO ONE SHOULD 
FEEL THAT HE CAN CAST THE FIRST STONE. HE NOTED 
THAT THE UNITED STATES HAD EXPOSED ITS OWN WEAKNESSES 
AND HAD TAKEN CONSTRUCTIVE MEASURES TO DEAL WITH ITS 
OWN SHORTCOMINGS. BUT HE SAID ALSO THAT THERE WERE 
TWO ESSENTIAL POINTS THAT HAD TO BE CONSIDERED. FIRST 
IS THERE SHOULD BE ACCURATE INFORMATION ON THE AFFAIRS 
OF EACH NATION. HE NOTED WITH NOT TOO MUCH COMMENT A 
REMARK ATTRIBUTED TO BENJAMIN BRADLEE, THE EDITOR OF 
THE WASHINGTON POST, THAT WHAT THEY PRINT IS NOT THE 
TRUTH. IT IS FACTS, AND FACTS ARE GIVEN TO THEM BY 
MANY SOURCES. IN SHORT, WHAT MR. BRADLEE IS ALLEGED 
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TO HAVE SAID SAID AND WHAT WE PRINT IS OFTEN LIES. HE USED 
AN EXAMPLE: THE FACT THAT MANY TIMES THE FULL 
SITUATION IN MANY COUNTIRIES IS NOT REPORTED, THE DENIALS 
ARE NOT REPORTED, AND SO FORTH AND SO FORTH. SECOND, 

THAT SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITY SPONSORED BY OUTSIDE FORCES 
HAS BRED THE NEED FOR ACTION. HE READ EXTENSIVELY FROM 
A REPORT OF THE INTER-AMERICAN DEFENSE BOARD OF 1976. 
WHICH ITEMIZED THE THREAT TO THE HEMISPHERE AS BEING 
A COMMUNIST EXTERNAL THREAT. HE NOTED THAT IN THE 
FACE OF THAT REPORT, NONETHELESS, THE UNITED STATES 
SUSPENDS MILITARY AID TO THOSE RESISTING THE AGGRESSION 
WHICH THIS REPORT, CHAIRED BY AN AMERICAN, SAID WAS A 
REAL THREAT TO THE HEMISPHERE. THAT IS FROM THE REPORT 
AS I UNDERSTOOD IT. HE QUESTIONED WHY THE UNITED 
STATES DID NOT PROTEST AS VIGOROUSLY THE ASSASSINATION 
OF AMBASSADORS AS IT DID THE SUPPOSED VIOLATIONS OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN SOME COUNTRIES AND CALLED ON THE 
UNITED STATES TO ATTACK THE CAUSE OF TERRORISM TO 
HAMPER MARXIST IDEOLOGICAL INTERVENTION. THIS, HE 
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SAID, WOULD BE THE BEST ASSISTANCE TO HUMAN RIGHTS THE 
UNITED STATES COULD OEFER. HE QUOTED FROM SOMEONE 
WHO I MISSED THAT TRYING TO WIN OVER OUR ENEMIES IS 
THE BEST WAY TO DESTROY FRIENDS. THOSE WERE THE TWO 
PRECEEDING. ANY QUESTIONS? WHAT WAS THE SECTION 
TAKEN OUT OF THE SPEECH? THE SECTION TAKEN OUT WAS 
SIMPLY DELAYED FOR BRINGING UP AGAIN AT A LATER 
POINT IN THE COFERENCE. 
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
